Dear Mr. Lesar, 

I have been able to confirm that indeed we did re- 
ceive material on Yuri Nosenko as a result of our requests 
to the Central Intelligence Agency under the Freedom of 
Information Act. However, the specific material itself 
is not readily available. Under the terms of our agree- 
ment with Edward Epstein, that material passed into his 
possession. I understand that in Cconbridge, Massachu- 
setts, I believe at Harvard University, there is some- 
thing called the Edward J. Epstein Collection. I have 
been told somewhat reliably that much of this material 
today is housed aunong the papers in that collection. 

I*m sorry to be so vague about this, but it simply ap- 
pears that that material is in his possession and I 
cannot be sure what he did with it. As you know, Mr. 
Epstein is not and never was a member of our staff. 

However, you may be assured that the CIA did re- 
lease material to us on Nosenko. If they are now declin- 
ing to do so, that seems rather remarkable. I will be 
interested to know how you resolve the matter. For what 
it * s worth, I would guess that you would be welcome to 
look at the material in the Epstein Collection at Harvard, 
but I have not confirmed this with Mr. Epstein or with 
Harvard University.
